The comparison between the 
Brahma-Cross breds and the 
Hereford® is especially interesting 
at this time. The Brahma-Oross 
bred lot was made up as follows: 
six ’/» Brahman, two % Brahman, 
a and two five-eighths Brahman. 

It was found that the Here- 
the fords made a higher average daily 
gain, and required less grain and 
hay per 100 lbs. of gain than did 
the Brahma-Cross breds. Dressing 
percentages were slightly in fav¬ 
or of the Brahma-Cross breds on 
an average of 59.79 per cent, 
whi’e the Herefords dressed on an 
average of ’59.47 per cent. 

The Br^hma-CrossbredS spent 
more time eating than the other 
groups, and experienced some di¬ 
gestive troubles. 

Since this feeding experiment 
was conducted only for one feed¬ 
ing period the results obtained 
are not conclusive, but more or 
less of a preliminary nature. How¬ 
ever the results obtained would 
indicate that the Hereford is sup 
c-rior in the feed lot lo the Brah¬ 
man-Crossbred types.

After the first shock of the Korean affair wore 
off and President Truman announced his “no fooling” 
policy, backed by a convincing argument in the form 
of ten billion powerful dollars, a minor wave of hoard¬ 
ing was reported in the U.S. and Canada and with it 
came .the inevitable talk of further inflation. 

As far as Canada is concerned, Ottawa seemed 
unworried by the threat of inflation a month ago, al¬ 
though it was admitted in the hallways of Parliament 
Hill that any unusually heavy demands on the cur¬ 
rent manufacturing structure could send prices climb¬ 
ing. 

These words “could send prices climbing” are the 
heart of the ^natter in any discussion of inflation. 

Inflation is not a rise in the level of prices, but is 
a rise in the money supply relative to the stock of 
things which can be bought. Rises in the price level 
follow inflation; they do not precede it. 

To put it another way, inflation is the dispropor¬ 
tionate and comparatively sudden increase in the 
quantity of money or credit relative to the amount of 
goods available for purchase and it always results in 
a price level rise. 

This economic truism proves that the only genu¬ 
ine way to control inflation is to control the supply of 
money—which consists of currency and things which 
can be converted easily into currency, such as savings 
bonds, etc.—and the rate of spending it 

Inflation control can, in a measure, be made the 
responsibility of the individual. If he can control his 
reactions to trouble—and these may be motivated by 
fear or greed, or a combination of both—and discip¬ 
line himself by buying only what is actually needed 
and not aggravate any crisis by hoarding or stock¬ 
piling, he can help avert the necessity of government 
price controls and the accompanying consumer head¬ 
aches. If he can’t discipline himself, what follows is 
nobody's fault but his own.—"Industry.”

BITTER HORN'S 

1 package Yeast 
1 cup milk scalded and cool¬ 
'd 

1 cup mashed potatoes 

•1 cud butter . 

4 eggs 

g cup sugar 

2 tspns. salt " * , 

Flour . , 

METHOD— 

Dissolve yeast and one 
tablespoon of sugar in luke¬ 
warm milk and mashed po¬ 
tatoes, add l'i cups flour, 
beat until smooth. Cover 
and let rise in warm place 
until light, about 31 hour. 

Cream butter and sugar, 
add to yeast mixture and 
add beaten eggs and. salt. 
Knead in just, enough flour 
to make a soft bun dougit, 
cover and let rise till double 
in bulk. Turn dough onto 
floured board and roll out. 

, Vi inch thick to form a rec¬ 
tangle. brush same melted 
shortening over “dough, roll 
up lengthwise like jellyroll 
and cut inch slices, place • 
cut side down in, greased 
pans, cover and leV rise for 
two hours. 

Bake in hot oven at 450 
for about ten minutes. JVhen 
cool spread with icing and 
top with crushed walnuts. 


another year. The Experimental 
Station, Beaverlodge, Alta.; has 
found this practice to be of value 
particularly where weeds such as 
wild oats, stinkweed or iamb’s 
quarters become established fol¬ 
lowing late summer rains. In 
such cases chemical control can¬ 
not be used for fear of damaging 
the grain crop. As a result many 
weeds go to seed, shatter, and are 
troublesome the following season. 

Fall cultivation should he Shal¬ 
low so that weed seeds will not 
be covered deeply. Deep cover¬ 
age prevents ready germination 
of the seed. The use of the one¬ 
way, blade or duck foot cultivat¬ 
or at a depth of two or three in¬ 


ches is recommended. This cover¬ 
age will encourage the germina¬ 
tion of weed seeds if growth con¬ 
ditions are satisfactory. 

While autumn frosts will nip 
many young plants, some winter 
unnuais like stinkweed will sur¬ 
vive and mus) be killed by cul¬ 
tivation. Dandelions can be ef¬ 
fectively controlled by late cul¬ 
tivation, as the roots at this 
time are part eu la riy vulnerable. 

Shallow full cu’tivation is also 
beneficial -in that a straw cover 
maybe kept, on the soil to pro¬ 
tect it against eros'on, while op¬ 
ening up the soil to allow for 
ready penetration'of autumn and 
winter moisture.
